During the Renaissance, armor served the practical purpose of protecting the wearer during 
combat as well as expressing social status. Some of these were functional works of art, 
decorated with gilding, painting, heat coloration, etching, and inlay. Armor and weapons 
display a wide variety of designs and motifs that add an important artistic dimension to their 
role. These designs are now recognized for their artistic value and establish arms and armor as 
an important branch of European decorative arts. There were no more illustrious patrons of 
this era than the Habsburgs, the ruling family of the Holy Roman Empire during the 16" 
century. The arsenal was founded to protect the region from Turkish expansion. 


This is CMA’s first major exhibition to deal with the subject of arms and armor. The 
exhibition presents extraordinary examples of armor and weapons in historical context. 
Presented alongside are paintings, sculpture and decorative arts objects that will provide the 
subject with deeper meaning and a greater historical understanding of their purpose and 
function. 


Arms and Armor from Imperial Austria gathers over 200 outstanding examples of the 
armorer’s craft from the provincial arsenal, the Landeszeughaus in Graz, in the southern 
Austrian region of Styria. Exhibition highlights include: Michael Witz the Younger, Elements 
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of a Great Garniture for Field and Tournament Use of Kaspar Baron Vols-Schenkenberg (iron 
and leather, 1560); Black and White Three-Quarter Armor for a Nobleman (iron and leather, 
1550); Master “MR” Wheel-lock Hunting Rifle (ron, wood, bone and gilt, ca. 1600); Morion 
(Helmet) (etched and blackened iron, 1575); Peter Paul Rubens (Flemish, 1577-1640) 
Allegorical Painting of Emperor Charles V as Ruler of the World (oil on canvas, ca. 1604); 
and Saddle and stirrups (iron and leather, 1530-1540). This exhibition also showcases some 
pieces form CMA’s collection including Albrecht Durer, Knight, Death, and the Devil (sheet, 
1513) and Lucas Cranach the Elder, Hunting Near Hartenfels Castle (oil on panel, ca. 1540).
